* “DIPPING” OF CATTLE. 
RELAXATION OF ORDER ASKED. 
{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.1 
WASHINGTON, Jung 29.—By an or- 
der promulgated in March by the Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, it is required 
that all cattle west of the Mississippi 
River intended for shipment should be 
“dipped” in a preparation prescribed 
by the department for the purpose of 
absolutely exterminating the skin dis- 
ease known as mange, which has ex- 
isted to a limited extent for many 

years in that section. 

This order, if rigidly enforced, would 
require that all beef cattle, whether 
affected by the mange or not, should 
be dipped twice before shipment. As 
it has been found impossible to make 
necessary preparations to round and 
dip the cattle within the limited time 
allowed, numerous petitions have 
reached the department, praying for a 
relaxation of the order. 

Today a delegation appeared before 
the Secretary of Agriculture and later 
called on the President, requesting that 
the order be so modified as to obviate 
‘the dipping of beef cattle before ship- 
ment, -and, in lieu thereof, to institute 
rigid government inspection at the 
point of shipment before the cattle 
are loaded on the cars. * 

The subject, which is regarded as of 
the first importance, will be given care- 
‘ful consideration by the President and 
Secretary Wilson.

Anderson Scientist Produces in- 
sect Life Out of a Chemi- 
cal Compound. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 


ANDERSON (Ind.) June 19. 
[Exclusive Dispatch] The 
spontaneous generation of ani- 
mai life in the form of insects 
from chemical compounds was 
accomplished and demonstrated 
here today by Dr. Charles W. 
Littlefield, a jocal scientist. 
Professional men witnessed 
the demonstration, which was 
repeated for the benefit of 
skeptics. The scientist de- 
clined to make public an analy- 
sis of his solution, but stated 
that one of his compounds was 
as near to protoplasm ab pos- 
sible, while the other consisted 
of common salt, aqua ammonia 
and alcohol, a union of the 
compounds arresting and con- 
trolling the vibrations of lum 
nous ether and producing ani- 
mal life. 

A few drops of milk-white 
fluid were placed in an air-tight 
case, and with the aid of a mi- 
croscope of 250 diameters there 
were visible innumerable mi- 
nute black objects apparently 
boiling in the liquid, then aris- 
ing and flying, or running wild- 
ly about the case. During one 
of the experiments, the appara-’ 
tus suddenly became aflame, 
destroying one case of chemical- 
ly-made insects. Dr. Littlefield 
* will undertake to nourish the 
‘strange insects into higher cul- 
ture, to ascertain what they will 
propagate.

“That newspapers sometimes en- 
gage in unwarranted criticism of the 
courts cannot be denied. In some in- 
stances they construe the liberty of 
the press as a license to authorize 
them to engage in wholesale abuse of 
the court, but these instances are rare 
and do not warrant a departure from 
the well-settled principles of the law 
as declared by Congress and construed 
by the courts. If a judge charged. 
with the administration of the law is 
not to be criticised on account of his 
official conduct, the liberty of the 
press is 9 and the rights ot in- 
dividuals imperiled 

There may be instances where the 
publication of editorials or other mat- 
ter in newspapers would bring the au- 
thor within the limitations of the 
statute. For instance, if a» newspa- 
per Should publish an article con- 
cerning a trial which was being con- 
sidered by a jury and should senda 
copy of the paper containing such ar- 
ticle to the jurymen thereof, during the 

progress of the trial, for the purpose 
of influencing them in their decision, 
it would present a question whether 
such conduct would — be misbeha- 
vior in the presence the court, or 
so near thereto as to 2 the ad- 
ministration of justice.

Notwithstandirg the withdrawal of 
several foreign advertisers, The Times’ 
patronage has steadily increased. 

The unions also sent out 10,000 ir- 
culars asking every member of labor 
unions to cause one subscriber to dis- 
continue The Times; a double postal 
card was enclosed. One postal was ad- 
dressed to H. G. Otis: on the back was 
printed: “Please discontinue sending 
Me The Times,” and a blank for name 
and address of subscriber. The other 
| postal was addressed to Arthur A. Hay, 
on the back of that were blanks for 
name of union man who mailed it and 
also name of subscriber to The Times 
who had ordered his paper stopped. 

Of these 10,000 mailed to members of 
unions, The Times received in all about 
300; less than one hundred were stops, 
the others were jollies.“ Some said 
“Send me The Times for life,” “Send 
me The Times for 100 years,” etc. 

In order to influence the local ad- 
vertisers and frighten them out of The 
Times, the unions selected Hamburg- 
er's Department Store, the largest a 
vertiser in Los Angeles, and demand- 
ed that he stop using The Times or 
they would boycott him. Hamburger 
had used his good influence years be- 
fore and tried to patch up the union's 
previous fight with The Times. n ac- 
count of the proceedings was published 
in a labor paper called the Workman 
K .

The hopor 
of the success of bringing about this 
settlement between e Times and 
the union is largely due to the untiring 
efforts of Mr. D. A. Hamburger of the 
People’s Store, who has exerted him- 
self both night and day during the past 
week in that direction; the result is 
shown above, and it is now the duty of 
every worker in Los Angeles to show in 
a substantial manner their appreciation 
of his successful effort.” 

When appealed to the second time 
Mr. Hamburger stated that he thought 
he had done his share and requested 
that some other business man be ap- 
proached, He was answered by a 
statement that his store would be boy- 
cotted unless he withdrew his ads from 
The Times at once. 

For several years this big depart- 
ment store has been severely boycot- 
ted, and each year shows a healthy in- 
crease in its business. While he has 
lost a lot of riff-raff trade, the bet- 
ter classes flocked to his store, and he 
is now carrying and selling better 
merchandise. Hamburger uses six 
pages a week in The Times and a two 
and sometimes three- double 
“truck” on Sundays. 

Union pickets secured the names of 


ckages 
which were sent out by delivery, and 
to these people a circular was mailed, 
warning them against patronizing a 
boycotted store. Hamburger secured 
one of these circulars, reproduced it in 
his ads and offered to rebate every 
‘ustomer who brought this circular 
to the store, 10 per cent. of their pur- 
chase. Mr. Tucker, the advertising 
manager, says that over 3000 of these 
circulars were brought to the store. 
Many union men and their families 
continue to trade at the People's Store. 
Hamburgers have stood between the 
unions and all the other local adver- 
tisers in The Times for three years; 
should they give in, a long line of ad- 
vertisers would probably go out.

Yesterday Judge Wellborn heard 
contempt proceedings, wherein the 
Santa Fé strikers in San Bernardino, 
who had been perniciously active, 


why they should not be attached for 
contempt of court in violating the tem- 
porary order restraining all partici- 
pants in the strike from doing violence 
to emp!oy¢s of the Southern California 
Railway Company or to the property 
of the rallroad. 

The matter of making the injunc- 
tion against violence permanent was 
Iso argued, but not concluded, the 
case being continued until July 19. 

Affidavits were reud and witnesses 
put on the stand by attorneys for the 
raflroads, all testing to cowaraly 
nets of violence committed by strik-

This proved his undoing, for on 
this day the gong hung up at 42 and 
Andy made the run of his life to the. 
box at the corner of Seventh and Los 
Angeles. The box was shut, but by 
listening to the little bell inside which 
was still ringing, he found out * mis- 
take; it was 47. 

He jumped to the seat and as he 
turned the wagon around to go to the 
right box on Third and Main, he could 
see the smoke, and right then Andy 
started to drive as no man ever drove 
before or since. 

Fire Commissioner Bott saw him as 
he passed Fifth and Main. He said the 
man was holding the lines with one 
hand while with the other he plied the 
whip and he was going—well, I can't 
describe it—the team just flew.” 

Andy was derated for this hair-rais- 
ing drive and it nearly broke his heart 
for he had tried to make amends for 
the first mistake and he hadn’t broken 
anything, either. 

When the department was reorgan- 
ized in 1900 Andy was allowed to drive 


purchase articles of wearing apparel 
in a store, their tormentors ordered

them. The court ordered a citation 
issued against McGinnis, to show cause 
for his alleged acts. | 
E. J. Johnston, a mechanic, told, in

He told how the agitators boarded in- 
coming trains bearing men engaged to 
work for the railroad and tried to 
persuade them to desert before they 
had had a chance to enter the shops. 
He gave his opinion that if the re- 
straining order, now in force, issued 
by Judge Wellborn, were dissolved it

There is one teature of our Fourth 
of July celebrai‘ons that has been 
ravidly degencrating into a dancer- 
cus nuisance during the past few 
years. This is de setting off of im- 
mense bombs, for the purpose of mak- 
ing an ear-splitting noise. 
these bombs are almost as dangerous 
as those used in warfare. When a 
hoodlum throws such a bomb into a 
store or a crowded resort the place 
is filled with a suffocating odor, and 
there is actual danger to life and 
limb. When exploded close to nerv- 
ous horse, such infernal machines in- 
vite a disastrous runaway. 

There is no sense in all this sort 
of thing. The practice of making an 
infernal noise as a token of rejoicing 
should be left to the Chinese, among 
whom it originated. Let us have more 
of the beautiful fireworks that appeal 
to the artistic sense, and can be en- 
joyed in comfort by thousands, and 
less of the ear-wrecking, evil-smelling 
and often dangerous bombs. 

The City Council is to be com- 
mended for adopting an ordinance for- 
bidding the discharge of firecrackers 
in the business section, or anywhere, 
after midnight. There are plenty 6f 
vacant lots in and around the city

N IMPORTANT DECISION. 

General interest attaches o the 
decision of Judge Hardy of the Su- 
perior Court at Boston upon the legal- 
ity of contracts or agreements between 
employers and unions relating to em- 
ployment exctusively of union help, 
regulation of hours of labor, appren- 
tices and similar questions. 

The court holds that such contracts 
or agreements are illegal, as being 
contrary to public policy. 

A similar case will soon come up 
for determination in Milwaukee, Wis., 
in which arguments will be heard on 
a motion to make permanent a tem- 
porary injunction granted to restrain 
three employing tailors from hiring 
non-union help during the life of their 
contract with the unions calling for 
the employment of only union men. 

The position taken by Judge Hardy 
of Boston is both good law and com- 
mon sense. The law contemplates the 
securing. of justice to all men; and 
any contract or agreement which de- 
nies to any man the privilege of law- 
fully earning a living in any lawful 
occupation of his choice, is manifestly 


of the law. Moreover, any contract 
or agreement which closes the doors 
of any industry to workmen merely 
because they are not members of a 
certain organization. is illegal and a 
violation of both the spirit and the 
letter of the law, and most certainly 
contrary to public policy. 

Contracts or agreements of the kind 
described above are usually secured 
by unions through force, threats and 
intimidation. They are so palpably 
unfair to employers, and so inimical 
to the interests of their business, that 
it is absurd to suppose that any em- 
ployer would willingly or gf his own 
free will and accord enter into them. 
That employers do make such con- 
tracts and agreements is due to the 
fact that unions hold a club over their 
heads and force them to sign. 

Furthermore, they are drafted by 
the unions for the sole purpose of 
forcing independent workmen to join 
their organization, under penalty of 
being denied work. They are, there- 
therefore, aimed to deprive certain 
men of their inalienable right to law- 
fully labor in any lawful industry; they 
constitute illegal discrimination and 
are wholly at variance with the es- 
tablished law of the land and the 
spirit of freedom under which Amer- 
ica and her cjtizens have reached such 
prominence and prosperity. 

No such contracts or agreements 
will stand the test of law and com- 
mon justice. 


BAD PRACTICE. i 
There can be no logical defense 
of the practice which exists in the 
lower courts of many cities—Los 
Angeles among the number—of giv- 
ing so-called “floaters” to petty of- 
fenders. As probably everybody 
knows, a “floater” is a suspension of 
sentence on condition that the of- 
fender will leave the city. This 
méthod of getting rid of hobos and 
other undesirable persons may be very 
convenient for the community thus 
ridding itself of a nuisance, but it is 
very inconvenient for other com- 
munities upon which the hobo or 
criminal is foisted. Not only is it 
inconvenient for other communities, to 
be thus imposed upon, but it is man- 
ifestly unjust to them. And besides, 
there is always the chance that dan- 
gerous criminals will slip through the 
meshes of the law when it is thus 
laxly administered. 

A person charged with an offense, 
great or small, is either guilty or not 
guilty. If guilty, he should be pun- 
ished as the law prescribes. If not 
guilty, he is entitled to be released 
unconditionally. In any event, he is 
entitled to a trial, if the evidence is 
sufficient to warrant it. If the evi- 
dence is insufficient, he cannot justly 
be held, nor is it proper to attach 
any conditions to his release. 

Nobody is benefited, and no good 
purpose is subserved by this slipshod 
method of getting rid of undesirable 
persons. The offender misses the 
wholesome, corrective and restraining 
influence which is supposed to go’ 
with the law's just punishments, and 
he is more liable to commit a second 
offense because of having escaped 
punishment so easily. The community 
which deals too leniently with of- 
fenders thereby invites repetition of 
the offense, and the influx of hobos 
and criminals. These classes give a 
wide berth to the city which has es- 
tablished a reputation for prompt and 
adequate punishment for all classes 
of offenders. It is directly to the in- 
terest of every community to estab- 
lish and maintain such a reputation, 
not alone for its own protection, but 
for the sake of justice and the proper 
upholding of the laws.

Of course, the 
judge who believes the act complained 
of to be lawful is as much bound to 
refuse the injunction as he would be 
to grant it if he believed the law to 
be violated, and — either case he is 
bound to give the parties a 23 
in open court and pass upon the case 
according to the facts and the law as 
he sees it. The difference between a 
civilized and a barbarous community

SAN BERNARDINO, June 29.—Col- 
ton is again in the throes of a fight 
against the saloons, and for the next 
five days the fight promises to be high- 
ly interesting.

MARIUS CESMAT WOUNDED BY 
FRANK GRIMAUD. 


— — 


Victim of Two Bullets May Re- 
cover, While Assailant is Believed 
to be Crazy—Lays in Wait, Walks 
up and Fires Deliberately at Un- 
fortunate Man. ; 


BAKERSFIELD, June 29.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.}] Marius Cesmat, former 
City Trustee and a leading business 
man of Kern, was shot down shortly 
after noon near the corner of Baker 
and I street, right opposite the South- 
ern Pacific depot. Tonight he is still 
alive, and the doctors now hold hopes 
of a possible recovery. His assailant, 
Frank Grimaud, is in the County Jail, 
and_tonight from all appearance he is 
a madman. The County Physician is 
inclined to the opinion that he is irre- 
sponsible. 

Some years ago Grimaud. then a 
well-to-do sheepman in this county, 
had trouble with Cesmat and others, 
whom he accused of having deeply 
wronged him in a financial tranaction. 
He was then suspected of insanity on 
account of his actions. and an effort 
was made to have him confined. He 
went to Nevada, but returned a short 
time ago. This morning he had a pri- 
vate interview with Cesmat, and then 
he deliberately laid in wait for him, 
and when he saw him coming, walked 
up and, without a word, drew a pistol 
and fired. 

Cesmat fell to the ground, and then 
Grimaud fired a second shot. One took 
effect in the neck, and the other struck 
just above the eye. Grimaud fought a 
fierce battle with Deputy Marshal Ey- 
raud before he was captured, and at- 
tempted to assault the officers. At the 
jail he expressed regret when told that 
his victim might recover. He has been 
raving incoherently most of the time. 
Both men are natives of France.
